3. In the Society shall be vested full powers to conduct

4, Objects and Functions of the Vjdyapeet&a.— The objects

(i) to impart instruction in higher Sanskrit learning, 
including neglected and highly specialised branches, 
with a view to preserving the erudite Sanskrit learn- 
ing pf old: 

(ii) to coordinate Sanskrit studies and conduct examina- 

tions in Sanskrit; 

(iii) to conduct Research in Sanskrit Pedagogy and provide 
for training of Sanskrit teachers; 

(iv) to provide facilities for the study of such languages 

and literatures of Asia as have a bearing on Sanskrit 
studies; 

(v) to bring out literature in Sanskrit, including transla- 
tion. concerning both ancient and modem knowledge; 

(vi) to arrange publication of Research works and Journals 

and aids to Research, such as Indices Digests and 
Bibliographies; 

(vii) to collect, preserve and publish manuscripts, to build 
up a Central Sanskrit Library and a Museum having 
a bearing on Sanskrit studies, such as in Srauta , 
Ayurveda, Yoga and Vastuvidya; and 

(viii) to provide facilities for any other line of work for 
development of Sanskrit learning.

RESOLUTION 


New Delhi j the 1 1 th October 1961 


Subject: —Establishment of the Kendriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha 
at Tirupati , 


No F .54-1 /61-S.U ,— Whereas it has been considered expedient 
to establish a Kendriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha at Tirupati 
specially for training Sanskrit tcacheis at id for research in 
improved methods of teaching Sanskrit, it is hereby resolved 
to establish a Kendriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha at Tirupati 
(hereinafter referred to as Vldyapeetha). The Vidyapeetha 
will function under the management of an autonomous body 
to be km vn as the Kendriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha Tirupati 
Society, (hereinafter referred to as Society) which will be 
registered under the Societies Registration Act of I860, 


2. Composition and Powers of the Society .-The Society 
shall be created and supported by fluids placed at ns disposal 
by the Government. It shall consist of not more than eleven 
members including the chairman, who will be nominated by 
the Central Government- The composition of the Society 
will he as follows:— 


(i) Representatives of the Government of India,

(iii) Representative of the Central Sanskrit Board.
